In the light of the stated defnition display mode is a 
rule and parameter defines the premise of display on mobile device and it is enforced by adapter server. 

Kanevsky teaches receiving, at a mobile applications server (107, fig 1, webpage adapter server), registration data from an application 
(data received from the website, 106, fig 1), wherein the registration data specifies rules about how mobile devices are allowed to interact 
with the application (col 6, lines 20-27, registration is a process of registering several characteristics or parameters); 

the mobile application server operating as an intermediary for interactions between the mobile device and the application (web 
adapter server, 107, fig 1); and while operating as an intermediary (web adapter server, 107, fig 1), the mobile application server enforcing 
the rules about how mobile devices are allowed to interact with the application (web adapter server satisfies the user's requirement as 
specified initially in the display mode request message, 107 ( fig 1 ( col 7, lines 25-33) wherein the application is relieved of the 
responsibility of enforcing the rules about how mobile devices are allowed to interact with the application (web adapter server satisfies the 
user's requirement as specified initially in the display mode request message, 107, fig 1 , col 7, lines 25-33 ). 
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
